l. Council Discussion/Reports 



Vice Mayor Hale reported that Johnny Mercer and the street department saved the 

city $11000 by installing the traffic lights at the intersection of Cherrywood St. 

and Highland Avenue. 

 

Councilperson Townes reported that Nights on Broadway had concluded for the 

season.   

 

Mayor Holland reported that “Boo Bash” was successful and that Jennifer is 

currently working on “Big Wins” project that encourages residents to shop in the 

businesses in the City of McKenzie during the holidays.  She also reported that 

she is working on a multi-modal grant and that there is a SRF meeting next week 

for a grant project. 

 

Councilperson Pruneau reported that the police conducted 424 security checks in 

the last month and assisted in 21 auto accidents.  Chief Moates explained why the 

police truck (awarded for a DUI seizure) was not being put into normal day-to-

day activities by the police (not designed for use as a “normal” police car). It will 

be equipped with blue lights and may be driven for other purposes involving 

police, such as use during inclement weather. A copy of their monthly report is in 

the minutes index book. 

 

Fire Chief Brian Tucker gave the monthly report for the fire department (a copy is 

attached in the minutes index book).
